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II. REMARKS 

A. Introduction 

In this Office Action claims 5-15 and 32-61 are noted as pending and are rejected. 

In this Response, independent claims 5, 7, 9, 11-12, 14, and 58-61 have been amended. 

B. Rejection 

Independent claims 5, 7, 9, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4, 58 and 59, as well as dependant claims 6, 8, 1 0, 
13, 15, 38-43 and 46-57, are rejected as being anticipated by Sato , Japanese Reference No. 10- 
084650. 

On December 20, 2007, the undersigned had a telephone interview with the Examiner to 
discuss the rejection. It is believed the Examiner indicated that amending, e.g., independent 
claims 5, line 2, by deleting "removable" and "for" should distinguish over Sato . In this regard, 
independent claims 5, 7, 9, 11-12 and 14 are each amended herein by deleting "removable" and 
"for" in line 2 . 

In regard to independent claims 58-61, which had not previously recited "for propelling 
the toy vehicle", they have been amended by adding "propelling the toy vehicle" to lines 2 
thereof, pursuant to the Examiner's comments noted above. 

As Sato does not disclose each and every feature of the invention recited herein, it is 
respectfully submitted that the present invention is not anticipated by this reference. 

C. Conclusion 

In light of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that claims 5- 
15 and 32-61 are now in condition for allowance.
